Pays Tribute to Wife. 

When he married Mme, Raynauard 
he knew for the first time what true 
happiness was. When he spoke of her 
Mme, Cnillaux blushed crimson and 
rested her head in her hands and 
sobbed silently, 

“She was a most tender, affection- 
ate wife,’ said M. Caillaux. “We lived 
and live, in the closest communion of 
heart and mind, My wife, however, 
took alarm at the dangers my politi- 
cal campaign exposed me to. She 
tried to dissuade me from entering 
Doumergue’s cabinet. The income tax, 
she said, had formidable adversaries, 
and I should be the object of flerce 
press campaigns, 

“As she foretold, the attacks re- 
commenced with redoubled fury, buat 
I refused to adopt the means used by 
other politicians to stop them. I pur- 
sued my way undeterred. .] could not 
believe that anyone would publish the 
“Thy Joe letter, although I had been 
warned by Pierre Monder, by the 
Princess of Monaco and the Princess 
of Mesagne-Estradere.” 

In January, 1914, M. Caillaux had 
f& conversation with Jean Barthou, the 
former minister of justice, who sald: 

“Your wife (first wife) is against| 
you You made a great mistake in 
writing those letters.” 

“Thy Joe” Letters. 

After the publication of the “Thy 
Joe” letter M. Caillaux’ first wife tele- 
phoned him to clear herself of any 
suspicion he might have had that she 
Was responsible for its divulgence. 

“At that time,” said M. Caillaux, “I 
firmly believed that other letters 
Would be published. My wife shared 
my belief, which was confirmed by 
information from a number of per- 
bons” 

Up to this time M. Caillaux had been 
moderately calm, but now he worked 
himself up to a violent fit of indigna- 
tlon as he denounced the calumnies 
levelled against his honesty. 

“Never have 1 touched a single stock 
of my personal fortune while minister} 
of finance," he sald. “Never did a} 
bourse order come out of my office. 
I affirm it in the strongest terms.” 

Returning to the “Thy Joe” letter, 
he describes the effect of its publica- 
tion on his wife. Finally he became so} 
impregnated with her fears that} 
other letters would be published that | 
he consulted President Poincare, who 
had been one of the witnesses of their 
marriage. The president did his best! 
to reassure him and advised him to} 
consult a lawyer. 

“My lawyer told me,” continued M. 
Caillaux, “that nothing could be done. 
I then said to my wife: ‘Be assured. 
I will go and smash Calmete’s snout! 
myself” After that I felt relieved in| 
my mind, but my wife, on the eel 
hand, was depressed 

Night of Tragedy. 

“At the police statton on the 
home from the senate I learned of| 
the tragedy. My wife said: ‘I hope 
he ts not seriously hurt: 1 meant only’ 
to give him a lesson.’"

Maurice Chenu, counsel for the Cal- 
mette family, here interposed and de- 
clared that the documents had been 
handed to President Poincare by Cal- 

mette’s brother after the editor's death, 
The president had given them to the 
foreign office, He asked M. Caillaux 
to let the matter drop under the cir- 
cumstances, 

Defence Counsel Protests. 

At this M, Labori, chief counsel for 
the defence, sprang to his feet and 
completely dominated the situation. 
In tones of thunder he declared: 

“T will have no equivocation., I de- 
mand a full statement from the gov- 
ernment.” 

The procurator general, M, Herbaux, 
explained that some doubt existed as 
to the authenticity of the documents, 
and an inquiry was necessary, 

“Have you authority to express 
such doubt?” retorted M. Labori, 

Receiving an evasive answer, he 
shouted at the top of his voice: 

“T refuse to plead under such cir- 
cumstances. I will not permit equivo- 
cation which might be tolerated in 
parliament.” 

Wild cheers greeted M. Labor!'s out- 
burst and the tumult looked as If It 
might devolve into a serious disturb- 
ance, The judge took a rapid decision 
and announced that It was too late to 
go into such an important matter and 
adjourned court. 

Politics Leading Factor. 

Paris, July 22.—Politics was the 
predominating factor today in connec- 
tion with the trial of Mme. Caillaux, 
charged with the murder of Gaston 
Calmette, editor of the Figaro. Tho 
French government was understood to 
be greatly concerned in regard to the 
diplomatic documents mentioned tn 
yesterday's hearing as having been In 
the possession of the assassinated 
editor. The docyfnents, {t was stated, 
were later handed over to President 
Poincaire, who passed them on to the 
foreign office.

PARTY ORGANS ALL 
COMMENT ON PHRASE 


Question Whether Sovereign 
Himself, Ministers or Car- 
sonites Prepared It, 


London, July 22.—The remarkable 
speech of King George at yeserday's 
conference at Buckingham palace al- 
ready has provoked bitter press 
polemics and scems destined to revive 
the old controversy about royal inter- 


ference in political affairs, The im- 
mediate question which comes to the 
front Is whether the king prepared and 
delivered the speech on his own initla- 
tive, whether it was after consultation 
and with the acquiesence of respon- 
sible ministers, or, whether, as extrem- 
ists do not hesitate to suggest, under 
the direct influence of the Carsonites, 

All morning newspapers in their 
editorial camments seize on the phrase 
“the cry of civil war is on the lips of 
the most responsible and sober-minded 
of my people,” and, while the unionist 
Journals describe tho spreches as a 
notable and patriotic appeal which will 
rally the nation behind the throne, the 
liberal organs frankly accuse the king 
of exceeding his prerogative. 

Tho Daily Chronicle characterizes it 
as an amazing speech, extraordinarily 
ill-insptred. This newspaper contends 
that the cry of “civil war" is nothing 
but the invention and party cry of the 
followers of Sir Edward Carson and 
that the most responsible and sober- 
minded, even of the uniomst party, are 
shy at repeating it. Hence, on the lib- 
erals, the Chronicle says, the king's 
speech can only leave one impression, 
namely, that the king spoke of the 
unionist party as “we” 
Hboral party as “they.” “A departure 
which carries us right back to George 
tr," 

Other Mberal and = radical organs 
similiarly express their irritation and 
suggest that it was impossible that 
Premier Asquith could have approved 
such a speech. The view taken by the 
unionist papers is exemplified by the 
Dally Mail, which, arguing that the 
premier must have sanctioned tho 
speech, says that the king's earnest 
warning is proof that his ministers at 
last have been béought to understand 
the reality of Ulster’s hostility to home 
rule.” 


Overshadows Everything. 

London, July 22.—Public interest in

Government Will Provide Food 
and Medicine for Trip 
to Orient, 


GET LAWYER TO MAKE

Also Ask for Fares in Cash and

Vancouver, July 22—Just before 7 
o'clock last night the Hindus, through 
their shore committee, agreed to ac- 
cept the terms of the government and 
last night allowed peaceable possession 


of the Komagata Maru. There was 
no fighting. 

The Hindus made many new de- 
mands, but finally were forced to ac- 
cept the proposals of the officials, 
which were to provide them with medi- 
cine and $6,000 worth of food for the 
return trip. They absolutely refused 
to give money for their return fares, 
or to allow anything to the local iin- 
du committee by way of recompense, 

At 7 o'clock Captain Yamamoto

Hon. Martin Burrell, minister of ag- 
riculture in the federal government, 
was largely the director of negotia- 
tions with the Hindus.

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JUSTICE SCOTT’S 
CHIEF FINDINGS 
IN POLICE PROBE 


Ten Important Points Mentioned by by Commissioner as Results of Re- 
cent Investigation—Finds Lack of Discipline and Dereliction of 
Duty on Part of Police Under Chief Lancey—Commissioner Booth 

Saddled with Responsibility for Policy of ‘Toleration of Houses of 
Ill- Fame. 


The most important conclusions 
reached by Justice Scott as commis- 
sioner In the police investigation re- 
cently held, and outlined in his report 
presented to the city council last night 
are as follows: 

(1). “There is no direct evidence of 
the receipt by any alderman, commis- 
sioner, or other officer, servant, or 
agent of the city of any money for the 
protection of vice." 


(2), “There is strong direct evidence 
that William Wheeler, the manager of 
the Dominion club, and Hector Chev- 
rier, a partner in the Namayo Wine 
and Spirit company, have demanded 
money for pollce protection and claim- 
ed to be authorized to furnish it.” 

(3). “There is no evidence that either 
Wheeler or Chevrier was authorized 
by any member of the police force, or 
by any other person to guarantee or 
promise protection against interference 
by the police. It appears, however, that 
both were in close touch with Chief 
Lancey during his tern? of office and 
that they maintained very friendly re- 
lations with kim,” 

(4). “In regard to the First street 
gambling raid Chief Constable Lancey 
and Detective Seymour neglected their 
duty to the advantage of the gamblers. 
In regard to the escape of Jew John, 
or Two Points, the failure of Deputy 
Chief Wright to do his duty makes him 
responsible. The circumstances give 
rise to the gravest suspicion that these 
officers must have had some direct in- 
terest in acting as they did.” 

(5). “There is nothing to justify even 
a suggestion that Alderman Clarke's 
conduct was open to suspicion in con- 
nection with the division of money said 
to have been collected by Wheeler for 
protection, or in connection with the 
statement by Blanche Harpool with re- 
gard to the payment of protection 
money.” P 

(6). “I cannot find that there was 
any serious impropriety in the con- 
duct of the police force prior to first 
of February, 1914. The evidence of 
Chief Carpenter who was in command 
of the police from the first of October, 
1912, to the second of February, 1914, 
satisfied me that during his term of 
oMce the force was properly con- 
ducted.” 

(7). “Subsequent to February _ first 
1914, the laxity on the part of the police 
In dealing with prostitutes undoubted- 
ly gave rise to a lack of discipline, and 
to a system which permitted officers to 
take decisive action in certain cases 
without consulting their superiors or 
making a formal report to them, a sys- 
tem which should not be permitted to 
continue,” 

(8). Specific cases of misconduct on 
the part of police oflicers mentioned by 
Justice Scott include Detective (edt 
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man's collection of a check for Blancha 
Harpool, a woman of ill-fame, and the 
collection of money stolen from a man 
named Couture; undue authority as- 
sumed by Inspector Seymour, tha 
“loan” to Deputy Chief Wright from 
Manager Gill of the Pantages, and the 
instances already mentioned, 

(9). Finds there was a failure on the 
part of the civic authorities to enforce

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LOWER TARIFF AND 
LOWER LIVING COST. 

The High Protectionists who, for seifish reasons, try to 
hoodwink the people into the belief that the tariff has nothing 
to do with the cost of living have a hard nut to crack if they 
are to explain what has taken place inthe United States in 
regard to sugar prices since the reduction of the American 
duties a few months ago. When the tariff on sugar was low- 
ered, the price of sugar came down, too, with the result that 
already there has been a net saving of many millions to the 
consumers in the republic. 

A statement recently issued by the Federal Sugar Refin- 
ing company—a United States corporation—makes the facts 
plain, Following the reduction of the sugar duties, the price 
of the commodity fell to 3.819 cents per pound as compared 
with an average price of 4.40 cents per pound in other years. 
Figured out on the basis of the quantity of sugar consumed 
in the United States in the preceding year, the company de- 
clares, the saving to the people as a result of the redugtion in 
duty would be $48,714,708. But the best is yet to Come— 
from the standpoint of the American consumer—for in 1916 
the United States duty on sugar is to be wiped out.~ As the 
company’s statement says: ‘While the 25 per cent. redug- 
tion in the tariff affords some relief from the exceptionally 
high rate that we have been laboring under, the real benefit to 
the consumer will come in 1916, after which a further saving 
of some $100,000,000 per year will be effected.” 

What is happening in the United States in the case of 
sugar Will happen in every country, under normal conditions, 
in the case of every commodity when tariff taxation is reduced, 
In Canada itself, in recent weeks, we have had proof of the 
effect of the tariff upon prices. During the recent session of 
Parliament, the Borden Government increased the duties upon 
a number of articles, including wire rods and some classes of 
structural steel. Almost immediately the price of the struc- 
{ural steel aflected by the tariff changes was increased. The 
Canadian purchaser paid more to the protected producer. 
Similarly, the price of nails—which are manufactured from 
wire rods—was raised twenty-five cents per keg. The tariff 
increases made greater the profits of a few manufacturers and 
the people generally are paying the piper. 

In the United States tariff reduction has brought de- 
creases in the cost of living In Canada tariff increases made 
by the Borden Government, in spite of the protests of the 
Liberals in Parliament, have forced the Canadian people to pay 
higher prices than formerly for articles which they must use. 
The lesson to be drawn from the two facts is plain enough, 
It gives additional support to the Liberal policy of considerate 
tarif} reduction. 
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THE POSTMASTER-GENERAL 
AND A DOMINION ELECTION, 


Many in Canada have for some time suspected that the 
conservative government had not brought peace and prosper- 
ity to the dominion since coming unexpectedly into power in 
i911, but now since Postmaster-General L. P. Pelletier has 
wdinitted as much, it must be so. 

Mr. Pelletier and his two nationalist colleagues, Hon, 
Bruno Nantel and Hon. Louis Coderre, recently delivered 
political addresses at Louisville, Quebec, and the postmaster- 
general is reported to have said dhat there would be no appeal 
to the electors of the dominion this year, notwithstanding the 
“sweeping conservative victories in the late provincial 
elections.” 

Mr. Pelletier made his Louisville speech before the Mani- 
toba provincial contest took place. At that time we were 
hardly able to conceal our admiration of the magnificent self- 
restraint the government, according to the postmaster-general, 
was showing in withholding a general election at a time when 
i was so certain of “overwhelming victory.” 

Mr. Pelletier stated that the government declined to go 
to the country because it did not wish to subject business to 
ihe disturbing effects of an election. How comes it, with all 
the conservative arguments to the effect that the country was 
as prosperous under their rule as ever, that business is in such 
a delicate condition that it cannot stand the effect of a general 
election? Is the postmaster-general sure that the shock will 
not be more poignant next year? 

Mr. Pelletier also assured his audience that the govern- 
ment’s naval policy would be announced in “due time.”’ This 
in spite of the fact that the same government assured us some 
time ago that what it then announced was its “policy.” Mr. 
Pelletier stated that it would please Quebec as well as the rest 
ot the dominion. If it pleases Mr. Pelletier himself it will be 
the eighth wonder of the world, for he is pledged to oppose 
both a Canadian navy and a so-called policy of contribution. 

He has, moreover, apparently convinced Premier Borden 
to think the same way as himself, but it is not so certain that 
both together will be able to induce the people of Canada, 
especially those of British Columbia, including Sir Richard 
McBride, to believe that nothing need tte done, especially in 
View of recent events in the Pacific province. 3 

Since Mr. Pelletier’s speech at Louisville the dominion 
government and the provincial government of Manitoba have 
received a solar plexus jolt from the people of Manitoba. 
Perhaps since the election there has not gone so “overwhelm- 
ingly” conservative the government will feel a little more like 
going to the country. Perhaps things will not look so one- 
sided to the postmaster-general and his sportsmanlike col- 


people while their opponents have a fighting chance. 


CNR ATLANTIC 
LINER HAS UNIQUE 
WIRELESS SYSTEM 


New Invention of Marconi Used 
on “Royal Georgt’— 
Locates Stations, 


DEVICE NOT BULKY 
BUT VERY SIMPLE 


Canadian Northern Always 
Uses Latest Methods to 
Improve Navigation, 


Interest keener than usual attended 
the recent arrival at St. Lawrence 
ports of the Canadian Northern liner 
“Royal George” because, during her 
passage across the Atlantic a series of 
demonstrations had been given of the 
possibilities of a new wireless aid to 
navigation, 

Through the genius of Marconi, dur- 
ing the last few years the narrative of 
a workaday world has been given daily 
to the passengers on most of the 
steamships ploughing the seven seas. 
The Italian inventor gave the air a 
tongue. Now, in the new wonder—the 
Marconi-Bellini-Tosi system—has been 
added, literally, a wireless eye. The 
new device is classified as a “direction 
finder.” Its duty is to seek out all 
wireless stations, whether stationary or 
in motion—or in other words on coast 
line or high seas, within a radius of 
50 miles and to indicate for the guid- 
ance of the navigating officers the 
exact relation of the ship to these In 
terms of latitude and longtitude. Its 
sphere of usefulness, even In the pres- 
ent experimental stage, is to assist the 
captain during “thick” weather, in 
maintaining a clear course in the tra- 
velled ocean “lanes” in passing points, 
and in making port. 

Like many inventions useful to man- 
kind this wireless finder is remark- 
able for its simplicity. Although one 
of Marconi’s engineers Signor Emilio 
Ichino, came out on the “Royal George” 
to make the tests, its operation does 
not require an expert and any of the 
bridge officers can obtain a bearing 
as easily as with a compass and just 
as conveniently, the instruments he- 
ing set up in the chart room, 

The device is not bulky. The “de- 
tector’ box, which Is the medinm for 
locating the wireless stations, fs Iyut 
large enough to hold” two small 
switches and a graduated dial fitted 
with a movable indicator. Connected 
with this cabinet is the telephone box, 
differing from others in that it Js 
equipped with a crystal of carborun- 
dum which translates the wireless into 
a signal intelligible to the ear of the 
operator, There are two receivers fas- 
tened to the ears of the operator by 
metal straps going over the head, 
Then, too, the device differs from the 
ordinary wireless apparatus in the 
nerlals, according to David Sarnoff, 
contract manager of the Marcont 
Wireless Telegraph company of Amer- 
ica, who, in addition, gives the follow- 
ing description: “Instead of being com- 
posed of several straight parallel 
wires, the aerial of this new system 
consists of two large’ wire triangles, 
which are so arranged that they can- 
not receive a message at the same time 
with the same strength. If one of 
them receives a message full strength 
the other does not receive it at all; and 
if both receive it the message is al- 
Ways stronger over one than over the 
other. The position of the setding 
station is determined by the strength 
of the message as it is received over 
each triangle, These two wires are 
connected to the finder box by two 
switches, On this box is a dial marked 
in the degrees of a compass with a 
movable indicator. Half of this dial 
is affected by a message coming over 
one of the triangles and the other half 
by the other triangle, so that the indi- 
eator is moved accordingly. When the 
current is at its strongest the indicator 
points to the direction of the sending 
station. To determine the point on the 
dial at which the message is strongest 
the operator moves the indicator first 
one way and then the other, noting the 
points at which the current disappears, 
The mark midway between these two 
vanishing points gives the direction of 
the message.” 

Both the Marconi engineer, Signor 
Emilio ichino, and the captain of the 
Royal George expressed themselves on 
arrival at Quebec as highly pleased 
with the experiments which had been 
made on the voyage. The instrument 
had been accurate to a degree in de- 
tecting the compass direction of other 
stations whether on shore on on other 
vesseis. They had been able to ascer- 
tain the compass position of Cape 
Race, Cape Ray, Father Point and the 
ships Columbia, Calgarian and SBSici- 
lian. The Columbia had been 68 miles 
away, the Calgarian 53 and the Sicilian 
is, Both men were confident that 
wind, wave or for would not affect the 
accuracy of the new wireless device. 

The Canadian Northern, since the 
inauguration of its Atlantic steamship 
} service, has established a reputation 
for experimentation with new ideas 
calculated to improve ocean naviga- 
tion. It was first to employ a “relay” 
of operators to secure Continuous wire- 
less service. Later it enabled Pro- 
fessor Barnes of McGill, Montreal, to 
test his device for the detection of ice 
at sea. Since that time one of its cap- 
tains has conceived and developed a 
highly efficient device for the launch- 
ing of small boats at sea. Now it is 
the Marconi-Bellini-Tosi system.

SLAVERY EXISTS 


Dr. Kopp, Berlin Police Official, 
Writes Treatise on Whole 
Subject. 


STUDIES ALL PHASES 
~ QUESTIONS FOR YEARS 


Entireely Wrong to Spend Mil- 
lions on Evil When There 
is None, 


Berlin, July 22—There will shortly 
appear under the auspices of the royal 
police administration of Berlin, a re- 
markable publication, designed to des- 


troy completely the long prevailing 
idea that there is such a thing as or- 
ganized “white slavery.” 

The work, which is an exhaustive 
production, dealing with the subject in 
its world-wide ramifications, has been 
written by Dr. Kopp, a distinguished 
official of the Berlin police, who for 
years has orcupied himself with the 
question of thea “white slave traffic.” 
Dr. Kopp's conclusion is that “white 
slave traffic’ is an absurd misnomer. 
There is no such thing, he declares, in 
substance. Real white slaves average 
scarcely one in a million among the 
women and girls who willingly enter 
lives of shame abroad. The latter have 
previously led such lives and simply 
move from one place to another for a 
chance of environment, or other at- 
tractive inducements, Dr, Kopp ex- 
plains 

There is doubtless some sermi-orga- 
nized system of intelligence- offices 
through which the transfer of disso- 
lute women and girls is facilitated, but 
his point is that they emigrate volun- 
tarily and cannot therefore be legal- 
ly interfered with, 

Dr. Kopp admits his treatise ex- 
plodes all the notions hitherto popu- 
larly cherished in regard to the “traf- 
fic’ in reminine lives and he makes 
bold to say that International philan- 
thropy !s on a wholly wrong scent in 
ependng milllons on an ‘evil” which 
bas no existence in fact. 

Dr. Kopp received» much of his In- 
formation in regard to the “white 
slave” situation in the United States 
from Former Immigration Commis- 
sioner Mercus Braun, of New York, 
who entertained Mr. Kopp at dinner 
in Berlin this week. Mr. Braun and

Only two witnesses, namely, 
Alderman Clarke and Inspector Sey- 
mour, state that the number of street- 
walkers in 1913 was in excess of those 
which existed in 1914. I am satisfied 
that that estimate {ts incorrect, and I 
will later give my reasons for 
reaching this conclusion, I may here 
stale, however, that Alderman Clarke 
In the course of his evidence stated 
that he would not say that the pre- 
valence of street-walkers was due to 


failure of the police to enforce the 
law. Detective Seymour was not on 
the police force tn 1918, but was on it 


in 1014. He admits that one who was 
not the force would have more 
knowledge of the numbers of street- 
Walkers than one who was on it.

Chief Lancey says that about the 
,end of February, 1914, Commissioner 
Booth told him that as the police had 
‘not raided anY houses they had better 
go ahead and raid some, and that one 
or two were raided at that time and an 
occasional one after that, but it does 
not appear that any instructions were 
viven by the commissioner to raid all 
the houses whose existence was dls- 
closed by the detectives’ report or that 
any inquiry was made by him as to 
why they were not raided. 


About the Lace Curtains. 

Chief Lancey also states that on 
Sunday, the 17th day, of May, 1914, 
during a conversation with Commis- 
sioner Booth, the latter said, “There 1s 
one thing about these houses, It Is 
alright for these houses to run but 
these houses on First street and Jasper 
Avenue that are over the stores I wish 
you would tell them to take the lace 
curtain off. It seems to be tou much 
of an advertisement for their calling.” 
The Commissioner admits that he did 

{ve instructions to that effect, hav- 
ng the day before been informed that 
lace curtains were such an advertise- 
ment, but states that those instructions 
were given for the purpose of protect- 
'ing from insult innocent persons resid- 
ing there, He also says that he did 
not know of a bawdy house on First 
Street or Jasper Avenue except the one 
over Chown's and yet he says that the 
man who informed him of the effect 
of lace curtains also informed him that 
in the Eclipse rooms, opposite Lewis’ 
Cafe, en First street he had seen a 
woman taking men to bed with her In 
the day time, and on the 20th of May, 
three days later, he wrote Chief Lancey 
as follows: 

“Be kind enough to take this as em- 
phatic instructions that immediately 
all houses of prostitution on Firat 
Street and Jasper Avenue must be 
closed at once. There are over twenty- 
three such houses and if your detec- 
tives do not know where they are, dis- 
charge them and get someone who can 
get past their noses, 

Pay please, particular attention to 
the Manicure in the Brown Block, The 
St. Regis Hotel, the Grand View, op- 
posite the Edmonton Club, and the up- 
stairs near the Edmonton Dunvegan 
Display on First and Rice Street.

Owners of Houses. 

Question (¢c) as ami..ded by resolu- 
tion dated the —day of June, 
1944, is as follows: 

“(c) To ascertain whether since the 
first of February, 1912, any persons 
in the city have permitted their prem- 
ises or premises over which they had 
control within the city to be used for 
the purpose of a common gaming

und a list is attached, taken from the 
lists, proved with the alterations in- 
dicated by the evidence of the owners 
referred, as necessary to make It cor- 
rect. 


State of Police Force. 


The second question submitted to me 
is; 

“Whether since the first day of Feb- 
ruary, 1912, the police force of the 
city has been properly conducted, 
whether proper discipline has been 
maintained and whether the officers 
and persons employed therein have 
been guilty or any malfeasance, breach 
of trust or other misconduct.” 

I cannot find upon the evidence that 
there was any serious impropriety in 
the conduct of the police force prior 
to first of February, 1914. Mayor Mec- 
Namara states that before his election 
he came to the conclusion that the 
force was in a bad state, that it was 
rotten, and gives as his grounds for 
that conclusion that there was a great 
deal of gambling going on, a great 
many street-walkers, a number of men 
living off prostitutes, a number of es- 
capes from the city fail, a number of 
policemen dismissed for drunkenness, 
the murders of Hargraves and Mo- 
Nulty, the murder on First Street, and 
the run of lawlessness and nobody ever 
brought to justice for it. He refers 
alto to a house of prostitution existing 
in the immediate neighborhood of his 
own residence, but he admits that the 
house was closed when the attention 
of the police was called to it. He also 
refers to the escape of two prisoners 
and an assault upon a female prisoner 
which occurred in January, 1914, after 
he took office. He does not appear to 
have had any personal knowledge of 
these matters. Any knowledge he pos- 
sessed respecting them, except as to 
the existence of the houre of prostitu- 
tlon {In his own neighborhood, was 
doubtless gathered from the “talk of 
the street,” and the evidence adduced 
upon the investigation convinces me 
that this talk was very much exagger- 
ated. The evidence of Chief Carpenter 
who was in command of the. police 
from the first of October, 1912, to the 
second of February, 1914, satisfied me 
that during his term of office the force 
was properly conducted and that reas- 
onable efforts were made by him and 
the force under his command to sup- 
press illegal practices and to secure 
the punishment of offenders against 
the law. 
prostitution existed during his admini- 
stration, but not to the extent that they 
existed after his dismissal from the 
force. When the existence of any such 
house was brought to his netice he 
promptly caused it to be suppressed. 
It is reasonable to presume that when 
any such house existed the neighbors 
would be the first to know and com- 
plain of it. 

It aleo appears that no serious 
preaches of discipline occurred during 
his term of office.

Coleman says that by 
persuasion he succeeded in obtaining 
from Hicks the return of $120,00 out of 
the $246.00 which as he admits Hicks 
stated to him had been “cut four ways" 
and it Js clear that the smaller sum 
only was returned to Couture under 
circumstances whith give ground for 
a suspicion that more may have been 
collected. No formal report of — the 
circumstances of either of the matters 
referred to was made by Coleman and 
his conduct is open to serious criticiem 
as his superior officers appear to huye 
no knowledge of his activities. In the 
absence of adequate reports it would, 
of course, be impossible for them to 
properly supervise his dealings with 
the public. 


Seymour is Censured. 

There appears to have been neglect 
in the case of the robbery of a man 
named Wilson who lost a sum of mon- 
ey at a shooting gallery on First Street, 
probably the same shooting gallery as 
in the Couture case, the person sus- 
pected having also been named Hicks. 
Mr. Sanberg, who befriended Wilson 
attempted to obtain the assistance of 
the police in recovering the money and 
in prosecuting the gullty parties, and 
although Deputy Chief Constable 
Wright at the time the first informa- 
tion was given to him named Hicks as 
the probably guilty party, no warrant 
was issued for a space of five days and 
Hicks was permitted to escape, not- 
withstanding that his prescence in the 
city was pointed out to the police by 
Sanberg. If a proper report in the 
Couture case had been made by Cole« 
man, more effective action would have 
been possible when the later complaint 
was made, and if Coleman had insisted 
upon proceeding against Hicks in the 
earlier case the recurrence of similar 
complaints might have been prevented, 

Undue authority seems to have been 
assumed by Detective Seymour in the 
case of a man and woman who reg- 
istered on the night of the 20th of May 
at the rooming house kept by one Lit- 
venberger at 505 Heiminck Street. They 
were taken from the building by Detec- 
tives Seymour and Fryant but were re- 
leased without being taken to the 
police station, Seymour's explanation 
of this belnge that they were persons 
whom he had no reason to believe 
were otherwise than of generally good 
character and that it would haye been 
a hardship to cause proceedings to be 
taken against them. Seymour's evi- 
dence of the circumstances was not 
altogether satisfactory, but, assuming 
his account to be accurate, he seems 
to have considerably exceeded the au- 
thority which should be exercised by 
officers of his rank, 

Unreasonable Jealousy. 

It appears also that there was a 
complete lack of co-operation between 
the city force and the provinelal police 
resulting at one time In & somewhat 
arbitrary proceeding on the part of 
Deputy Chief Constable Wright and 
the men then under his orders, It is 
clear that on the 16th of April, Wylie, 
a provincial detective, and one Julien, 
a policeman employed and paid by the 
King Edward Hotel, came to the police 
station together. The evidence as to 
the exact occurrences is contradictory, 
but putting it at its best for the city 
police it appears that Wylie and Julien 
each claimed to have arrested the 
other. In the result, Jullen was given 
his liberty, first apparently by one of 
the inferior officers and later by Dep- 
uty Chief Constable Wright, and Wylie, 
ithstanding his possession of the 
provincial badge and his seriously in- 
jured condition, was locked up on a 
charge of threatening to shoot and 
was noted in the police department 
records as having been arrested by 
Constable Julien. Deputy Chief Con- 
stable Wright swears that at Wylie's 
request he made an attempt to com- 
munieate by telephone with Detective 
Nicholson, Wylie’s chief, and failed. 
There appears to be no reason for
